Federal mediators said they were 
"confident" that sessions could be 
resumed soon following a 24-hour 
coollng-off period. 
Negotiations 
ended 
abruptly 
shortly before midnight last night. 
They were still deadlocked after 
12 days of heated debate. 
Both the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers and the Ford Motor Co. ac- 
cepted a mediator's proposal 
for 
the cooling off period, 


.The 
break-up followed the un- 
ion's demand that Ford begin Im- 
mediate negotiations on a new con- 
tract. This would have meant dou- 
ble-barreled sessions, with talks on 
the strike issue continuing. 
..The strike, which began May 5. 
was called over a union charge of 
a production "speed-up." Some 65,- 
000 Ford workers In two 
Detroit 
plants walked out. Almost all of 
Ford's 106.QOO production employes 
are now Idle.

Senate hearings on President Tru- 
man's health insurance

al security administrator, said the 
nation already Is supporting a 
huge program of state medicine 
with an estimated 24,000,000 citi- 
zens receiving various kinds of 
federal medical care. 


"I am firmly and honestly con- 
vinced," KIngsley told a senate la- 
bor subcommittee, "that nothing 
short of the social insurance me- 
thod can prevent the further — and 
eventually the complete — substitu- 
tion of state for private medicine."

Senate leaders are saying priva- 
tely the re-arming of North Atlan- 
tic pact nations may have to wait 
either for a special session of con- 
gress this fall — or until congress 
meets in regular session next Jan- 
uary.

The North Atlantic pact will be 
called up for ratification before the 
session ends.

derson and Anderson counties. 


This morning the stage at Trln- 


Ided was 41.1. A crest o'f about 42 
feet was predicted for tonlgrht or 
tomorrow morning. 


It was presumed the destruct- 


ive break late last week upstream 
at Rosser had eased the pressure 
on the Trinity. 
Generally clear 


weather In the watershed over the 
week end—last night's rain being 
too late to effect the situation at 
Trinidad—also were credled with 
casing the situation. 
No Trouble Expected. 


A. M. Hamrick, meteorologist at 
the Dallas U. S. weather bureau, 
said: 


"In the big flood of April, 1942, 


the stage at Trinidad got as high 
as 49.8 before the levees gave way. 
There shouldn't be any trouble 
this time from a 42-foot stage un- 
less there's been a decided weak- 
ening of the leves."

er.The idea would be to hold down 
prices the housewives have to pay, 
but to keep the farmer's Income up 
—a politically attractive plan if it 
works. 


Some critics have said It might

Foreign Ministers Add Austria To 
Their Agenda As They Open Meeting 
In Paris On Question Of Germany 


PARIS. May 23.—(/Pj-The 
Big 


Four Council of Foreign Mlnish- 
ters met today in an attempt to 
solve the problems of Germany and 
decided swiftly to add Ihe Aus- 
trian question to their agenda. 


The four ministers agreed on a 
four-point agenda: 


1. Problems of German unity, 


Including economic and political 
principles anrt allied (four-power) 
control, 


2. 
Berlin, including currency 
questions. 


3. Preparation of a peace treaty 
for Germany. 


4. Preparation of an Austrian 
Independence treaty. 


The Austrian question has been 
deadlocked over

A spirit of co-operation 


with Western aims is expect- 
ed to develop in Germany as 
a result of a labor exchange 
program proposed by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. A 
committee supported by the 
Foundation has been 
at 


work in Germany this spring, 
interviewing leaders and ed- 
ucators. 


German laborers, farm- 


ers, engineers and profes- 
sional men, under this plan, 
would live in the United 
States for two years, work- 
ing to meet all of their ex- 
penses. This plan is similar 
to one which was carried out 
in 1925 with good results 
Other European countries 
are also expected to co-oper- 
ate. In axchange, the same 
number of Americans will 
work in Europe. 


This idea should prove 


productive of understanding 
in the same way as the stu- 
dent exchanges, which have 
a similar set-up. Students in 
any country profit in many 
ways by such a project, but 
the workers would live dif- 
ferent lives and should prof 
it differently. To earn one's 
living in a foreign country 
demands a great .effort in

This legislation is aimed 


directly at the immediate 
cause of most complaints

• has a way of getting into the 
'hands of children. There is 
precedent for the Idea of de- 
fining literature as proper or 
improper according to the 
age of the person reading it 
Age limits are placed on the 
sale of tobacco and liquor 
on. the theory that they wil 
damage young bodies more 
than mature ones. It perhaps 
is just as reasonable to say 
that some kinds of reading 
matter, about which adults 
can be allowed,to use their 
own judgment, would pro- 
mote in younger minds un 
wound ideas about crime 
law enforcement and sexua 
matters.

MILITARY COURT 


The wording of a recent 


Supreme Court order has 
been interpreted as a hint 
that the Court would like a 
.hance to review some of the 
justice handed out by mHi- 
;ary courts in the zones of 
occupation. This idea is ob- 
tained by reading between 
the lines of a ruf usal to inter- 
vene in a case before a 
Toky« military court. The 
Supreme Court seemed 
to 


suggest that the defendant 
might ha've better luck if he 
tried to get into the federal 
courts at the bottom instead 
of at the. top. 
The military judicial sys- 


tem functions pretty much 
as a law unto itself in time 
of war. In the past this fact 
lias attracted little atten- 
tion; elvilaiw seldom were 
enmeshed Jin military courts, 
the periods of war-time ac- 
tivity were relatively short 
and return to normal condi- 
tions was quick. Now, how- 
ever, military .courts have 
continued to hold sway in 
Japan 
and the occupied 


areas of' Europe, and many 
civilian citizens have been 
Jiving under their jurisdic- 
tion. The latter fact is signif- 
icant because civilians are 
more quick to raise questions 
than soldiers, who become 
accustomed to summary pro- 
cesses of justice. 


Some of the basic points 


of the military system are 
definitely open to question. 
Chief among them is trial, 
which is conducted by a 
board formerly consisting 
entirely of officers but now 
composed of officers and 
enlisted persons, appointed 
by command. It1 is a pertin- 
ent question whether this 
board could be construed as 
an Impartial jury within the 
meaning of the Constitution, 
which provides for no excep- 
tions at all in specifying trial 
by jury for every person ac- 
cused of a crime. Yet these 
military courts have the 
power to sentence a defend' 
ant to imprisonment, to per- 
manent disgrace, or even 
death. It would be valuable 
to have a Supreme Court rul- 
ing on the constitutionality 
of this kind of trial.

Before that, he had been secretary 
of the mightiest navy the world 
has ever seen, and before that he 
had served as an assistant to Roos- 
evelt. 


This spring, his health broken 


by more than nine years of nerve- 
wracking service, he decided to 
seek release from the strain. He 
spent a few days In Florida after 
his resignation, and then he en- 
tered' the hospital April 2. 


His death and the manner of It 


shocked the capital. 


President Truman 
said "This 


able and devoted public servant 
was as truly a casualty of the 
war as if he had died on the firing 
line." He issued a proclamation 
ordering that flags fly

staff. 


So far as was known, the for- 
mer secretary left no note. 


But on a radiator, near hospital 


bed, was found a book "An anthol- 
ogy of world poetry." A red ribbon 
lay between the pages opened to

That poem tells of profound «nd 
hopeless tragedy.

In the back of the book was a 


piece 
of 
hospital memorandum 


paper In which Forrestal had cop- 
led, In a firm hand, the first 28 
lines of the doleful poem. 


The 26 lines ontained such as 
these: 


"Worn by the waste of time, 
"Comfortless, nameless, hope- 
less—save 


"In the dark prospect of the 


yawning grave." 


Further on, in the uncopled part 


of the poem, occurred lines telling 
of one who; 


"Wanders as now, In darkness 
and disgrace 


"When reason's day 
"Sets rayless—joyless— 


quenched In cold decay, 
"Better to die, and sleep 
"The never waking sleep, 


than linger on 


"And 
dare to live 


"When the soul's life Is gone." 
From statements of officials at 
the hospital, this story was recon- 
structed:

Much Oi Nation 


By the Associated Frem 


A rapid suocosslon of tornadoes 
and other weather fury killed 46 
persons and caused millions of dol- 
lars of property damage over the 
weekend In widely icattered areas. 
The storms raked ten states, in- 
jured at least 229 
persons 
and 


smashed 900 houses. Basil O'Con- 
nor, 
President of the Red Cross, 
said $500,000 had been set aside for 
relief of the homeless. 


Hardest hit were Missouri, Illi- 
nois and Indiana, were a total of 
44 persons wore 
killed. 
Other 
deaths were reported In Kentucky 
and Pennsylvania while West Vir- 
ginia, Texas, Tennessee, Iowa and 
Maryland reported heavy property 
damage. 


Cape Olrardeau, In southwestern 
Missouri with 21 dead and proper- 
ty damage estimated at between 
throe and four million dollars, Buf- 
fered the most. A survey showed 
202 houses totally destroyed, 231 
damajred, 18 business buildings and 
a church destroyed, and 12 busi- 
ness bulldlnfja and another church 
damaKed In the city of 20,000 popu- 
lation. More than 200 persons were 
Injured and hundred* left home- 
less. 


Three other Missouri towns* not 
directly In the path of the twister, 
each reported one dead. They are 
Clarksvllle, Beesvllle and Cabool. 
Indiana's 11 dead and 47 Injured 
are at Shelburn, Terre Haute and 
Clay City.

Shelburn, two near the outskirts of 
Tcrre Haute and one near 
Clay 
City. The twister missed the busi- 
ness districts.

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Steps To Prevent 
Diphtheria Urged 
By State Officer 


AUSTIN, May 20—With 14 re- 


ported cases of diphtheria within 
the past week, and a total of 397 
cases reported In the first 19 weeks 
of this year, Lr. Oeo. W. Cox, State 
Health Officer, 
Is urging Texas 
parents to have their immunized 
children Shlck tested to determnle 
immunity, and 
If Inoculation is 
necessary, to have It done immed- 
iately. 


"There Is a widespread belief 
that once Immunity Is established, 
it lasts forever," the State Health 
Officer said. "This Is not always 
true. In some cases it diminishes 
and finally dies out, and relnocu- 
lation is necessary In order to pro- 
tect the child. 
"Every child who will 
enter 


school next term should be Inoc- 
ulated or Schlck tested now, be- 
cause it takes from three to nine 
months for Immunity to be com- 
pletely established after the in- 
jection is administered." 
As long as cases of diphtheria 
occur, a child Is In danger unless 
protected by immunization. 
The 
germs throw off a powerful poison 
which goes all through the body. 
It Is particularly harmful to the 
heart, blood vessels, nerves and 
kidneys, and serious complications 
often accompany the disease. Some 
ot the more dangerous complica- 
tions are broncho-pneumonia, to 
which the patient Is particularly 
susceptible; paralysis, which may 
last for days or for as long as 3 
or 4 months; or permanent injury 
to heart, nerves or kidneys. 
"The best thing to do with diph- 
theria, is to stop it before it starts," 
Dr. Cox said. "When toxold Is in- 
jected under the skin, the system 
manufactures 
a 
disease-fighting 


antitoxin which can successfully 
resist the disease. Children of 
school age should be Inoculated or 
Schlck tested now, so that immun- 
ity will be established or nearly 
so, before the opening of the next 
school term."
